We heard of great reviews nnd mus- 


terings In Paris too. nnd then thnt Wel- 
lington wns In the Low Countries, nnd 
thnt on us nnd on the Prussians would 
fall the first blow. The government 
wns shipping men to hint as fnst ns 
they could, and every port along the 
cast coast was choked wtth guns nnd 
| horses and stores. On the third of 


June we had onr marching orders also, 
nnd on' the same day we took ship 
from I.elth. reaching Ostend the night 
after. 
From there' wo went on to a 


place cnllcd Uruges. nnd from there to 
Ghent, where we picked up with Ihe 
Fifty-second

JfinotT-flfth, 


which were the two regiments thai we 
were brigaded with. It's n wonderful 
place for churches and stonework, Is 
Ghent; and. Indeed, of all the towns 
vo wore In there wns scarce one hut 
ad 8 Oner kirk than any In Glasgow, 
'rom there we pushed on to Ath. 
vhlch Is n little village on a river, or 


burn rather, called Ihe 
Dender. 


There we were quartered—In tents 
moslly, for It was fine, sunny weather 
—and the whole brigade set to work 
at Its drill from morning till evening. 
General Adnms was our chief and Hey- 
nell was nur colonel, and they were 
With fine old soldiers; but what put 
heart tato ns most was to think that 
we w«ro under the Duke, for his name 
was like a bugle call. He was at Brus- 
sels with the bulk of Ihe nrmy. bnt we 
knew thnt we should sec him quick 
enough If he were needed. 


I hnd never seen so many English 


together, and Indeed I had a kind of 
contempt for them, ns folk always 
have if they lire nenr a border. But 
the two regiments that were with ns 
now were as good comrades as could 
he wished. 
The .Fifty-second had a 


thousand men In the ranks, and there 
were many old soldiers of the Penin- 
sula among them. 
They carae from 


Oxfordshire for the most part. The 
NInely-flfth were a rltle regiment, and 
hnd dark-green coats instead of. red. 
It WHS strnnge to see them loading, for 
they would put the ball in a creasy 
rag find then hamir.or It down with a 
millet, but they could fire hoih farther 
nnd stralshter than we. All lhat part 
of Belgium wns covered . with Tirltlsh 
troops at Hint time, for Ibe Guards 
were over near Knphlen, and there 
were cavalry rr-plmonls on tho fi-.rtber 
sHe of us.

Wellington of what was dolmr. »ml 
though he hnd rushed from Hnisse-l" 
nt the first whisper of It,-tike n good 
old mastiff from Us kennel. It was hnrd 
to see how he could come up In time 
to help the Prussians. 


It was n bright, warm morning, nml 


ns the brigade (ramped down the broad 
Belgian road Ihe dpst rolled up from 
It like Ihe smoke of a battery. I tell 
yon that we blessed the man thnt plant- 
ed Ihe poplars nloni; the sides, for 
their shnrtow wns better than drink to 
us. Over across the fields, both to the 
right and Ilic left, were olher roads. 
on'e quite close ami the other n mile 
or more from us. A column of Infan- 
try was marching down the nenr bne, 
and It was n fair race between us, for 
we were each walking for all we were 
worth. There wns such a wreath of 
dust round them that we coulo* only 
see the gun barrets and the bearskins 
iirenklng out here and tiere, with the 
head and shoulders of a monnted offi- 
cer coming out above the cloud, end 
the flutter of the colors- It was a bri- 
gade of the Guards, bnt we cculd not 
lell which, for we had two of them 
with us In the campaign. On the far 
road there was also dust and to spare, 
hnt through It there flashed every now 
nnd then n long twinkle of brightness, 
like a hundred silver bends threaded 
In n line, and the breeze brought down 
such a snarling, clanging, clashing 
kind of music as I had never listened 
to. 
If I hnd been left to myself It 


would have been long before I knew 
whnt It wns. but our corporals -and 
sergeants were all old soldiers, and I 
had one trudging along with his hal- 
hert nt my elbow, who was fnll of 
precept and nrtvlce.

our hearts out, ns you may think, t» • 
kpow what It all meant, but we knew 
thnt what the rrnfco did woftld tw for 
the best, so we Jnst waited In patience. 


Next day the brigade remained at 


Hal In the morning, but abont mldd/iy 
came an order from the Duke, and wo 
pushed on pnce more until we cnme to 
n village? called Rrainc something, and 
there we stopped, and time, too, for a 
sudden thunderstorm came on nnd s 
plump of rnln thnt turned all the roads 
and the fields Into bog and ralre. Wo 
got Into the barns nt this vtllnge for 
shelter, and there we found two strag- 
glers, one from a kilted regiment and 
the other a mnn of the German legion, 
who hnd a tale to tell that was as 
dreary ns the weather. 


Boney had thrashed the Prussians 


the day before, and our fellows had 
teen sore put to It to hold their own 
asralnst 'Ney, hnt had beaten him off at 
last. !t seems nn old. state story to 
you now, but you cannot think how we 
scrambled around those two men In 
the barn, and pushed and fought just 
to catch a word of what they said, and 
how those who had heard were In turn 
mobbed by those who had not. 
We 


laughed and cheered and groaned all 
In torn, as we were told how the Forty- 
fourth had received cavalry In'line, 
how the Dutch-Belglons had fled, aciJ 
how the Black Welch bad taken the 
lancers Into their Equare. and then bad 
killed them at their leisure. But the 
lancers hud had the laugh on their 
side when they crumpled up Die Slity- 
nlnth and carried off one of the colors. 
To wind It 811 up, the Duke was In re- 
treat. In order to keep In touch with, 
the Prussians, and It was rumored that 
he would take up his groupd and fight 
a big bettle Just at tlie very place 
where we had been halted. 


And soon we saw that this rumor 


was true, for the weather cleared 
toward evening, and we were all out 
on the ridge to see what we could se«. . 
It was such a bonny stretch of corn 
and grazing land, with the crops Just 
half green and half yellow, end fine 
rye as high ns a rap-a's fb»ulder. A 
scer.e more full of peace you could not 
think of, nnd look where you would 
over the low. curving, corn-covered 
hills, you could see the little village 
steeples pricking up their fpires among 
the poplars.

After the soldier's dls- 
barge the Hod' Cross continues Its 
rlendly service, through the Dome 
Service Section In his own community. 


The Red Cross maintains a convnlcs- 


>ent house at all of the hospitals, 
where patients can amuse themselves 
after.they are well enough to be up 
nnd around. Parties and picture shows 
n the wards are also furnished, with 
occasional excursions when convales- 
cence comes. 


Great service has been rendered by 


he Fled Cross In menial cases In Iden- 
:lfylng those who have' appeared in 
state hospitals for the Insane, and help- 
ng them secure compensation due from 
he Bureau of War F.lsk Insurance. 


In the Federal Board's various dis- 


trict offices the Red Cross worker, act- 


with the Rome Service Section, 


makes accessary loans to the men, ar- 
ranges suitable living conditions, helps 
collect evidence and supply facts to the 
Board, assists in "appealing cases" and 
settles various personal difficulties for 
the men. The workers also follow up 
and aid all men who discontinue train- 


ing.

The Ited Cross agents find men "lost" 


to the Hoard, help clear up delayed 
cases and aid the college counselors In 
their friendly work with the men. 
Many Hcd Cross chapters have set op 
recreation facilities, and In some In- 
stances living clubs, so these victims 
of. war may have attractive surround- 
ings and the fun which must go with 
effective school work. 


To the American lied Cross Tnstlhite 


for the Blind near Baltimore, ilA, 
moro than half of fill the Americans 
blinded In the World War have come 
for training. The Institute, through 
the Red Cross, long ago conducted an 
exhaustive Industrial survey to deter- 
mine the vocations for which blind 
men conld be fitted. As a result It U 
putting forth well trained men equip- 
ped to meet the social, clric and eco- 
nomic requirements of their respective 
communities.

POPULATION OF RHODE ISLAND 


The census reports for the entire 


State of Rhode Island are not at all 
satisfactory, but such as they are we 
shall have to put up with them for the 
next ten years. The complete returns 
show a gain in this decimal period of 
but 11.4 per cent, the smallest since 
1820, just one hundred years ago. The 
gain between 1000 and 1510 wns 2G.S 
per cent, which was about tho average 
"gain for each ten years since 1840. 
The population statistics 
for each 


town in the State show peculiar varia- 
tions in each decimal period. Many of 
the country towns show n decrease 
from year to year, while all the cities 
increase. The town of West Green- 
wich is reported to have a population 
of but 367; ten years ago it had -IS1, 
a loss of 114 in ten years. In 1790 it 
had 2064 and in 1820, one hundred 
years ago, it had 1927. Many other 
town3 show a decrease, but none so 
pronounced as West Greenwich. New- 
port is given a population of 30,255. 
In 1S20 she had 7,007. The increase 
in the population of Newport in the 
last ten years is 11.4 per cent, exactly 
the same ration us the entire State. 
The city of Providence sTiow-s an in- 
crease in ten years of only 5.9 per 
cent.

When 
Post employees hoisted nn American 
flag ovec> the building the rioting sub- 
sided slightly, but was renewed a few 
minutes later with greater vigor.

How the Natives of Africa Preserve 


Their Teeth In Practical State 


of PerfYctlon. 


There Is a common Idea that the 


diet and climatic conditions of the ne- 
groes are the cause of Ihelr having 
beautiful teeth, but some authorities 
dispute this. 


Thus, in some parts of Africa, when 


on Infant has gone through the "tcotJi- 
Ing period," his mouth Is rinsed out 
with an Infusion of the leaves of a 
nadve tree possessing a constituent 
which causes the gums to shrink, so 
tightening tie teeth.' 


The natives llvlngncarthc source of 


the Nile employ the roots or a pod- 
bearing plant to relieve toothache, 
while another tribe uses an Infusion 
of kasso seeds for the s.ame purpose. 


The toothbrush, as used in this 


country, Is, of course, unknown to the 
savages, but many of. them have an 
cdectivc substitute. They use a piece 
of wood from certain trees, which con- 
tain beneficial qualities. Further, this 
stick Is frw from tlie great objection 
to brushes. It can be renewed at fre- 
quent Intervals, and Is thus always 
fresh and wholesome—a great advan- 
tage over tlie toothbrush of civilized 
races.

Massachusells, Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont have received careful in- 
struction In the principles of preven- 
tion ot disease, proper methods of 
caring Tor the sick In their own homes, 
and the care ot babies, well or ill, dur- 
ing the past year, as .students in more 
than 270 classes in Home Hygiene and 
Care of Ihe Sick, conducted by Red 
Cross Chapters In the New England 
Division. 


In one Chapter territory,In western 


Massachusetts was a class made up 
entirely of women who are grand- 
mothers. Another class, In Aniesbury, 
was composed of nuns. In a class in 
Salem was a woman of 75 years, whose 
average mark for the course was S7 
por cent-, and her record was marked 
"particularly good." 


"The Instruction received 
by the 


women, old and young, who have taken 
these Red Cross courses," says Mrs. 
Isabella Vf. 
Baker, Director of the 


Division Bureau of Instmcllon, "will 
enable Ihem not only to take better 
care of their homes day by day, hut 
to serve the members of their families 
Inlelligenlly In sickness. Their knowl- 
edge would prove particularly valuable 
In an epidemic when trained nursing 
service is often difficult and sometimes 
Impossible lo secure. In other words 
their knowledge, gained in our Red 
Cross classes, Is a protection to their 
families, and may save lives. And in 
emergency 
many ol these women 


would undoubtedly enroll for service 
outside their own homes, through the 
Red Cross." 


The records for the year ending 


June 30, completed Ihls week by Mrs. 
Baker, show that 3,697 women and 
girls were enrolled In courses In Home 
Nursing and Care of the Sicfe. 
Of 


this number 2,377 received certificates, 
195 finished the courses but did not 
receive certificates and 1.125 ware con- 
tinuing their studies on July 1. 


There were 272 classes under in- 


struction, 20S completed by June 30, 
56 continuing Into July, and only three 
discontinued. 


Massachusetts led in the number of 


students and classes 3,236 students in 
235 classes. 
New Hampshire Chap- 


ters bad 306 students In 26 classes, 
ttlalcc 83 students in six classes, and 
Vermont 67 students In five classes.

Kach 
Iccnse costs one tacl In Chinese 
noncy, equivalent to about SO cents In 
American exchange. 
The license al- 


ows the holder to Import five bales, of

:cil according to requirements.

War correspondents, 
wbo have &

ors list, form an ancient tribe U we 
reckon Homer as one of them, re-

Sutherland Edwards maintained tbat 
the editor of a Greek paper entitled 
Chronos sent Homer out to Troy to 
describe the Incidents of the siege, 
which really lasted only about seven 
weeks. 
But wbcn It was at an end 


Ihe Greek chiefs had no desire what- 
ever to go home; nud as Homer (or 
"O'Miilier"—to give his name In its 
original un-Hellenlzed form) was a 
very good fellow and drew a large sal- 
ary with nn abundant allowance for 
expenses, he readily accepted the idea 
projKised by the wise Ulysses—to keep 
Iho war going In the columns of bU 
paper as long as he could manage 
to write about It. ills correspondence 
wns too good not to publish; and 
meantime Ihe Greek chiefs went about 
amusing themselves. 


There were no newspaper corr|- 


spondents In the peninsular war, nor 
In the 
Waterloo campaign—though 


Rothschild, In 1815. had a correspond- 
ent of bis own wbo kept close to 
Wellington's army and supplied bis 
employer with news of blgb financial 
value. 
After the peace of 1815 the , 


Drst war of importance In Europe wa» 
the one between the Carllsts and the 
Christines In Spain, which, beginning 
In 1S3I, dragged on In desultory fash- 
ion until 1837, when, a British legion 
having been formed to assist the OhrlJi- 
flnos, it attracted much attention In 
this country. British opinion was di- 
vided, Queen Christina finding support 
among tho whlgs, Don Carlos among 
the lories. Both armies were accused 
of committing atrocities, so the Times 
and the Morning Post sent correspond- 
ents to the Carllst camp with Instruc- 
tions to find out how the war .was 
really being carried on.
